U. S. Army Reveals 


MARKTREDWITZ, Ger- 


man y—Ofl*)—Bavarian bor- 
der police said today they be- 
lieve one of the two U. S. 
army men captured Friday by 
Czech frontier guards was an 
officer in civilian clothes on 
his way behind the Iron Cur- 
tain on an espionage mission. 
The army said it wasn't so. 


"The soldier In question was ft 


lieutenant," a U.S. Army spokes- 
man at Heidelberg said. "He was 
in civilian clothes. He was not en 
route to Czechoslovakia and he did 
not carry forged credentials. The 
lieutenant was in civilian clothes 
because as an interrogation officer 
he must interview German civil- 
ians on this side of the border. 
His duties are not covert. He i* 
well known along the border." 


Bavarian border pol'ce said ear- 


lier that according to their own 
reports: (1) The two Americana 
were captured inside Czechoslova- 
kia (2) One was a lieutenant in 
civilian clothes enroute to Czecho- 
slovakia on an espionage mission 
r.nd (3) He was carrying forged 
credentials. 


The two Americans were "pre- 


sumably apprehended" by Czech, 
border guards while on a routine 
patrol, the Army said Friday night 
in announcing the incident. It said 
a third member of the patrol, who 
was some distance away at th« 
lime, reported that his two com- 
panions were "taken by surprise 
by the Czech guards who came 
upon them from the rear."

Colorful New Roof 
Ou Modern House 


The man who owns a modern 


house with a nearly flat roof now 
has a new opportunity when it 
comes time for him to reroof his 
home. 


The opportunity lies in the fact 


that a new roofing application 
method for the first time permits 
the use of colorful shingles on low- 
slope loof decks. It is suitable for 
new construction as well as for 
new roofs on old houses. 


The method makes possible the 


use of three-tab, square-butt as- 
phalt strip shingles on roofs with 
s-lopes as low as two inches per 
foot. Previous!}, a four-mch-per- 
foot pitch was the low est for which 
asphalt shingles were recommend- 
ed. 


Unlike the materials that had 


to be used for low-slope i oof ing 
befoie, asphalt shingles offer a 
wide selection of solid and blended 
colors, ranging from subtle pastels 
tmougti deeper shades of green, 
blue, and led to blue-black and 
black. The light colors aie often 
chosen foi one-story houses be- 
cause a light roof tends to make 
a low house look larger. 


Asphalt shingles can usually be 


applied diiectly over the old roof- 
ing, 
saving the expense ^of lemov- 


ing the old material and also re- 
taining its consideiable insulation 
value.

Q—Is it all nght to lay asphalt 


tile on a damp concrete floor?

Therefore it comes as a definite shock to hear from no 


less a source than our own Navy that the Soviet Union may 


t this country as the top naval power by 1964 if its 
pace of naral expansion-relative to our develop- 


hu~e la-H ?nnies Russia can muster, we 


have c o r t e d ourselves wit^ the thought that whatever 
edge £te Soviets had there we could take off by our clear 
advantage on the seas and in the air. 


As we have seen in other recent reports, our margin of 


air superiority may be dwindling. To learn that our na- 
val edge is also diminishing is not easy to take. 


Ten years ago Russia's fleet ranked seventh in the 


world 
Today it stands second. The Russian navy already 


exceeds America's in manpower. And Moscow is bent on 
passing us in number of vesels as well. 
The Soviet sub fleet of some 350, about 40 per cent of 


which are long-range types, is nothing terribly new to us. 
But read these figures released by our own Navy: 


In cruisers, Russia has 13 large, light ships matching 


the best we have. This total is greater than that we have 
presently active.

The Soviets have 125 destroyers against our 175, but 


more than 50 per cent of Russia's are fast, well-armed craft 
built since World War II. We have done little m that span 
and Moscow has a larger building program for destroyers 
than all Western navies combined.

Where we still retain a decisive superiority is in air- 


craft carriers. So far as is known, Russia has none a1 
this time, though it has a number of shipyards capable of 
biulding them, as well as the largest battleships. 


Russia does have, however, some 3500 land-based 


planes in its fleet air arm, including many jet fighters and 
light jet bombers. 
The U. S. Navy noted that Russia's fleet has four main 


divisions, with the largest in the Baltic Sea. A newly de- 
veloped canal and river system makes it possible to shift 
many smaller naval craft from one operating theater to an- 
other under ideal protection. 
Our strategists believe that Russia, the great "land" 


force, is definitely bent on creating a great deep-sea navy 
to outstrip any in the world. 
To those complacent ones who think we can never be 


headed on the sea or in the air, to those misguided ones 
who think Russia is devoted to peace and has abandoned 
plans for world conquest, we recommend a second reading 
of these estimates. They are not comforting.

in western territories be allowed to decide the slavery 
question in their areas by vote; denied extending slavery, 
and blasted the Know-Nothing party, which, he claimed, 
had tried to prevent him from speaking in Chicago and 
LaSalle. 


The newspaper account says Douglas, at the end of his 


speech, said, "(He) thanked the audience for the very 
kind attention shown him; stated that he had never had 
better respect paid him, and then left the stand amid 
applause."

It is surprising, the number of homemakers who do not know that 


there is a measuring cup designed for measuring dry ingredients, and 
one designed for measuring liquid ingredients. This factor alone 


causes one failure of many baked foods. 


A jjquia measuring cup has an extra rim at the 


top to keep liquids from spilling. Using such a cup 
to measure dry ingredients isn't satisfactory be- 
cause filling it to the rim gives you an inaccurate 
measurement. 


When a dry type measuring cup is used to 


measure liquids, it is quite likely your measure 
ment will be short. Since in fear of spillage you 
will not fill the cup up to its fullest capacity. 


A cup of liquid should not be brought up to the

be placed on a level surface and the eye brought in line with the 
liquid height
